Dents Stratton

Wright Wins By 
Carrying More Than 
85 Downstate Counties 


CHICAGO iW—Veteran campaign 
t r Warren E. Wright put a dent 
in Gov 
Stratton’s political pres­ 
tige today and captured his third 
Republican nomination 
for state 
treasurer. 
Stratton, who soundly trounced 
Wright for the gubernatorial nom­ 
ination two years ago, conceded 
Wright’s victory over State Rep. 
Louis E. Beckman of Kankakee 
had left his state organization in 
need of “ repairs ” 
But the governor said these re­ 
pairs would be made quickly and 
promised his support to Wright in 
the November election. 
Beckman, who found Stratton’s 
backing of no avail in Tuesday’s 
Illinois primary, conceded defeat 
“ on the basis ai incomplete re­ 
turns” at 2 a. rn. today and also 
promised to “ work together’’ with 
Wright in November. 
Smith Wallops Daly 
Wright scored his smashing vic­ 
tory by carrying more than 85 
downstate counties, 
doing even 
better than his pre-election fore­ 
cast of victory in 65-70 counties. 
This big downstate margin more 
than offset an early lead piled 
up by Beckman in Cook County 
where he had the organization en­ 
dorsement. 
With 9,480 of the 9,859 precincts 
in the state counted, the vote was 
>43,280 for Wright and 268 805 for 
Beckman, a margin of about 74,- 
000. 
In the only other statewide con­ 
test, Elmwood Park School Supt 
Gerald W. Smith, 52, walloped Chi­ 
cagoan Lar Daly for the Republi­ 
can nomination for superintendent 
of public instruction. 
With 8.468 of the state’s 9,859 
precincts reported, Smith had 381,- 
553 votes to 103,139 for Daly. 
Cook County Sheriff Joseph D. 
Lohman, 48, and Madison County 
School Supt. George T. Wilkins, 
Edwardsville, 
w e r e 
nominated 
without opposition on the Demo 
cratic ballot for state treasurer 
and superintendent of public in­ 
struction, respectively. 
Only Few Upsets 
Besides the Wright victory, the 
prim ary—first in the nation this 
year—was marked by a record 
low’ total vote for both parties 
and the first slaying at a polling 
place in Chicago in 30 years. 
There were few upsets in the 
races for congressional, state Sen­ 
ate and state representative nom 
inations although Stratton’s floor 
whip,

E. 
Drach, 
Springfield, found 
himself in a 
tight battle for renomination in 
the 45th District. 
The only three GOP congession 
a1 incumbents with opposition won 
handily. 
They were Reps. Noah 
M. Mason, Oglesby, who defeated 
Daniel Palmer Mitchell, Plano, in 
the 15th District; Leo E. Allen, I 
Galena, 
who turned back John 
Tappe, Rockford, in the 16th Dis J 
trict; and Robert B. Shiperfield.
